CANADA'S BERING SEA COUNTER clan 


Minister Tupper on His Way to Engiand 
with the Documents. 

Or raw. Ont., Oct. 31.—C. H. Tupper, Min- 
ister ot Marine and Fisheries, left today for 
New York en route for England, taking with 
him the counter case for Canada in rebuttal 
of the case submitted for the United States in 
the Hering Sea arbitration. He will submit 
his counter case, a Yoluminous document 
upon which he has been laboring hard for 
more than a month, to the Foreign Office in 
London, where it will de gone over before it 
is formally filed. He expects to be absent 
from Ottawa for about six weeks. The Bering 
Sea arbitrators will meet in Paris in Feb- 
ruary, and Sir John Thompson, who is dne of 
the arbitrators, will be in Paris for the meet- 
ing. It is for that reason that the Dominion 
Parliament will meet éarly in January. 

Toronto, Ont., Oet. 31.— When the Cana- 
diam Commissioners last visited Washington 
for the purpose of dibeussing, with a view of 
settlement, the various questions of juter- 
national interest unsettled between Canada 
and the United States, one of the ers 80 
discussed was the ment of a commis-- 
sion of experts to consider the question of the 
protection of the fishery of the inland: lakes 
contiguous to the two countries and the regu- 
lation of the use of engines of destruction in 
non-territorial waters.

the Rev. Charles Koerner, pastor of the Eng- 
lish Evangelical Lutheran Church of the Holy 
Trinity, Elm street and La Salle avenue, said: 

I am surprised that the distinctively German 
Lutheran churches in Chicago are not holding 
public services m commemoration of the day, but, 
so far as I know, none of the churches have had 
any special services. Our church is English 
Lutheran, and while the members of the congre- 
gation take a deep interest in the rededication 
of the church at Wittenberg it was not so incum- 
bent on us to hold a special service. 

In Chicago there are over 100 Lutheran congre- 
gations, embracing the German, English, Nor- 
wegian, Swedish, Finnish, and Icelandic 
branches. In America there are 1,107,300 mem 
bers of the church and 5,006 clergymen. 

The order of the Emperor that the church be 
rebuilt has no special significance in America, 
but is of course gratifying to all Protestant 
Christians. In Germany, and in fact through

Europe, it has a tremendons significance.. It is 
highly proper that the day should be made ‘much 
of, not only because it is the anniversary of the 
Reformation, but because of the great events that 
are going on in Wittenberg, where Lutheranism 
was born. The young Emperor has defipad his 
position and advanced on the position of Luther. 
It is a red-· letter day in the religious world. The 
Emperor is a Lutheran and the head of the 
church. The court is Protestant in faith and it 
is eminently prover that the exercises at the 
Lutheran. Memorial Church should be under 
government auspices. I believe the Emperor is 
actuated by pious motives, and his order that the 
church be restored at his own expense is an er- 
pression of a devout heart. It means simply that 
he is a Christian and acknowledges the fruits of 
the Reformation in a substantial way. 
Applauded by Laity and Clergy. 

The young King may have made mistakes, but 
this act is certainly one applauded by the laity 
and the clergy of his country. The Reformation 
is still under way and Luther is not buried in the 
past. His spirit lives in the heart of Emperor 
William and in the hearts of the German people. 

Wittenberg in all its picturesqueness has been 
an inspiring sight today with the young Emperor 
and his Ministers commemorating the days of 
the Reformation. In the little church rest all 
that is mortal not alone of Luther but also of 
Richard Melanchthon, John the Steadfast, and 
Frederick the Wise. On the church walls are the 
celebrated portraits of the great reformer by 
Lucius Cranoch. Luther was not only known in 
Wittenberg as the reformer. He was a monk 
there. On the outskirts an oak tree stands on 
the spot where Luther burned the Papal bull 
which announced his excommunication. Other 
spots of interest there are the house where he 
was born. the schools where he taught his here- 
sies, and the quaint little church where he 
used to fire the hearts of his followers 
and defy the threats of his enemies. Not 
far from the charch is Schadow’s 
of Lather, on the base of which, written 
in the German.tongue, are those famous words of 
the great reformer : “If it is God's work it will 
stand. If man’s work it will fall.” The words 
have been verified. The influence of Lutheran 
theology is world-wide. One half the entire nam- 
ber of Protestants in the world are Lutherans. 
The church has avoided ostentation and has 
worked in a steady conservative way. Lately the 
English branch of the church has received added 
impetus. All the of Northern Europe 
have become strongly attached to the Lutheran 
faith. Asmany Lutherans speak other tongues 
as tbose who speak German.

Under a brazen slab in the Schlosskirche lie 
the remains of Luther. 
Immense crowds of people from all parts of 
the country are in the town to witness the cer- 
emony of the rededication of the restored 
church. Upon the arrival of the imperial 
party at the railway station they were wel- 
comed by Prince Stolberg-Wernigerode, who 
conducted them to the town hall. The rail- 
way station is some distance from the town, 
and the whole route was lined with troops. 
Back of the soldiers the crowd stood four or 
five deep the entire distance.

The Emperor wore the uniform of an officer 
of the Garde du Corps. He walked the entire 
distance from the station to the town hall, and 
as he moved through the lines of troops they 


cheered enthusiastically. The imperial party 
was received at the town hall by the Burgo- 
master of Wittenberg, who on behalf of the 
municipal authorities read an address to the 
Emperor. When this was finished and thé 
Emperor had replied in a few words, thank- 
ing the town officials for their good wishes, 
the procession began to form. At the head of 
the procession, which formed in the market 
place, directly in front of the Town Hail, 
where the highest Protestant clergy of the 
Empire, including the President of the Evan- 
ical Superior Council and the General‘ 
perintendent of the Lutheran Church. 
These were followed by a large number of 
clergymen of lesser note. Then came a long 
line of Generals of the army in full uniform 
and other military officers, the Ministers of 
State, representatives of the Landtag, and 
many officials from the civil, military, and 
naval departments.

They will have to 
“come down in the world, with all that that 
implies.” 

Are not men who will bring voluntarily 
such sorrows on those whom it is their first 
duty to cherish deserving of a harsher name 
than even them asses? 


LOVES THE “POOR MAN” BEFORE THE 
ELECTION. 

Before an election the Democrats always 
protest that they are the devoted friends of 
the laboring man. What they are in reality, 
when no election is pending, the officia} rec- 
ord shows. One of these official records was 
printed in Tue Tarisune yesterday morning, 
which laboring men should read. It was an 
abstract of the journals of the last session of 
the Illinois Legislature. showing how various 


| measures for the benefit of the laboring men 


were defeated by the votes of the Democrats 
or rendered nugatory by their refusal to con- 
sider them. Two columns of these iustancds 
were printed and the whole list would have 
filled a solid page of Tue Trisunz, showing 
that the Democrats in that body continuously 
and persistently put themselves on the record 
as opposed to all measures which were in the 
interests of the laboring men and the general 
public. What is true of the Illinois Legis- 


ocrats of that State profess to be warm friends 
of the laboring man when there is an election 
pending, and yet it was the Democrats in the 
Legislature who defeated the bill for the pro- 
tection of railway employés though petitions 
signed by thousands of laboring men were 
sent to that body asking for the passage of the 
bill. The records of the session show that the 
Democrats fought it and were successful in 
defeating it. As the President of a labor 
union in Milwaukee said the other day: 


This pushing forward in an obtrusive way of 
the love of the Democracy for the wage-earners 
has become a sort of epidemic with the Demo- 
cratic party. It breaks out every four years just 
before election. In the interim it is not discover- 
able, but it becomes pronounced as election day 
approaches. The Democratic party is scarcely to 
blame for it now, for it has become more than a 
habit, a sort of second nature. 


This is the Democratic way everywhere. Be- 
fore an election Democrats always pose as the 
friends of the workingmen to catch their 
votes. Akter an election the official records 
show that they are the enemies of the working- 
man, and he is beginning to find it out.

Mr. Altgeld had a fondness in the past for 
discussing live questions.“ He published a 
book with that title. He cannot find a better 
time than the present for discussing certain 
„live questions.“ He is to be in this city 
electioneering until election day. He will 
spend his time at Democratic meetings beg- 
ging people to give him their votes for Gov- 
ernor. He should utilize this opportunity to 
talk on the live question which is upper- 
most in the minds of the poor men and 
the workingmen of Chicago, whom he pretend; 
to love so dearly and gushe over so profusely. 

In his manifold speeches made in this State 
he has managed always to slip in between his 
slanders and falsifications of Fifer and his 
attempts to get up a foreign Know-Nothing 
party against the Americans whom he sneers

The workingmen of Chicago have read of 
these promises, and want to know just what 
they mean. They are ready to vote for a 
benefactor, but they would like to know in 
advance what shape his benefactions will take.

GLUT IN GRAIN TRANSPORTATION. 

The price of standard wheat in New York 
has touched 74 cents per byshel, the lowest 
ever reported in that market. This fact is, 
however, partly due to the low cost of trans- 
portation from the interior, as prices in Chi- 
cago are not so low by several cents as they 
were during some months followmg the col- 
lapse of the corner run by Harper of Cincin- 
natifame. The current price in Chicago is 
about 20 cents per bushel less than a year ago, 
when quotations were excited by foreign buy- 
ing, aided, perhaps, by fears that the farmers 
would follow the prompting to hold their 
wheat, which was dinned into their ears by 
men who had selfish motives for giving the 
advice. Ou the other hand, the price to the 
farmer is perhaps as low as it has ever been 
since about thirty years ago, for the reason 
that an unusually large part of the Atderican 
wheat crop of this year passes -into the lower 
grades on inspection. It has recently been 
estimated that the average price now paid to 
the farmers of the Northwest for their wheat, 
taking in all grades, does not exceed 42 cents 
per bushel. 

This extreme depression is due to the un- 
pracedented rate at which the wheat crop of 
the present year has been marketed, com- 
bined with the important fact that the home 
deficiencies of Europe are much less than 
twelve months ago. The 115,767,000 bushels 
received at the seven principal Western points 
since the close of June exceed by 10,000,000 
| bushels the quantity received in the same time 
from the much bigger crop of 1891. At the 
same time the exports for the four months 
were 65,000,000, against 80,000,000 last year. 
Of course this must mean a big piling up of 
the visible supply, and it accounts for the re- 
port that elevators everywhere, both in city 
and country, are full to running over, while 
cars by the thousand are standing fuli on the 
railroad tracks waiting for a chance to un- 
load. 

The charge is freely made by some Hestern 
papers that the farmers of the West held back 
their wheat last year, and afterwards suffered 
a loss by selling it at lower prices than they 
could have obtained earlier in the season. 
There may have been some of this, but nct 
enough to affect the general result. The 
movement of wheat from the farm last year 


was far more liberal than ever before, aud if 
is e this year it is only because the | 


have been able to move more than they could 
last fall, partly for the same reason of good | } 


weather and partly becauso of some increase 
in facilities and experience in handling. The 
present glut is also to a small extent increased 
by the shipment of old wheat from the crop of 
wheat could have been marketed a year soon- 
er. The wonder is rather that on à crop 
which exceeded by 100,000,000 bushels the big- 


gest previously known there should have been 


so little left over at the close of the crop 
year. 


TO GERMAN DEMOCRATIC LUTHERANS

Is there any one, un- 
less it be that conscienceless demagogue, Alt- 
geld, who will have the hardihood to get up 
before an audience and say that those thou- 
sand delegates at Springfield deliberately de- 
clared for what they intended to violate? 

2. Gov. Fifer in his message to the last Leg- 
islature asked that bod; to correct the offen- 
sive features of the law where they interfered 
with parental rights of conscience. Does any 
one, even the most rabid partisan Democrat, 
really believe that he was insincere? 

3. Gov. Fifer in his public speeches all over 
the State says that he favors the repeal of the 
objectionable provisions of the law and the 
substitution’ of a good compulsory law ap- 
plied to the public schools. What more can 
any Lutheran ask? No fair-minded one does, 
for that is just what they want.. 5 

4. The Democratic State platform provides 
only for the repeal of the Edwards law and 
not for the enactment of any substitute. 
Therefore it proposes the abolition of com- 
pulsory education as applied to the public 
schools, and makes no provision for the edu- 
cation of waifs and parentless children.

| REFUTATION OF A FALSE ASSERTION. 

| A New York paper refers to the high prices 
charged for wheat last year as having been the 
‘means of curtailmg consumption abroad. It 
‘says: “Speculators calculated that the con- 
sumers in those (foreign) countries could be 
compelled to pay any price that might be 
established in the gambling transactions at 
Chicago, and hints that the prices thus es- 
‘tablished here were the means of much lessen- 
ing the export movement, which accounts for 
the existence of a large surplus of old wheat 
at the beginning of the present crop year. 
There is no good basis for this fling at 
Chicago. it is true that prices advanced 
here. The monthly averages on No. 2 spring 
rose from 894 for July to 96.2 for August, ana 
fell to 90.2 cents for December. But the in- 
‘citing cause for the advance was foreign buy- 
ing. Folks in the Old World saw that the 
crops of breadstuffs there were going to be 
lamentably short. Hence some of them sent 
buying orders for grain im large quantities, 
and others loaded down our millers with or- 


| latter to purchase large quantities of grain, 
and bid up for it, too. The local sentimént 
was bearish all through. The specu- 
| lative fraternity saw an immense crop in sight 
here and doubted the ability of any bull ele- 
ment to prevent quotations from dropping to 
the minimum of many years. The same feel- 
ing existed in other parts of the West outs ide 
of Chicago, and it is a fact that for the first 
time within the memories of many in the 
trade the market here ranged stead- 
‘ily lower than it needed to have 
done by reference to the price 
obtainable in Liverpool. Nor is it certain 
that a lower range of prices would have 
caused the export movement of a year ago to 
be materially larger than it proved to be. The 
foreigners simply took all they could get hold 
of at the prices asked, and they lost big sums 
of money through not being able to obtain 
for what they hoarded up the prices they had 
calculated on. The consumers in Europe did 
not pay the whole of the advance, nor was 


| that advance such a big one as to call for any 


strong animadversion as to the Chicago 
gamblers, even had they been responsible 
tor it, which they were not.

Central Committee Gives Good Reasons for 
Voting the Republican Ticket. 

The Freie Presse, a leading German paper, 
prints in its issue of Oct. 30 an appeal by the 
German Republican Central committee ask- 
ing the German-Americans to vote the Repub- 
lican ticket, The argument presented by the 
committee explains the position of the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties on questions of 
national and individual interest.

0000 FOR A GREAT HORSE. 


The Story of the Negotiations and Pur- 
chase—How “Earthquake” Reed Was 
Headed Of and Outbid—The Cali- 
fornia Purchaser Now Has a Stable of 
Promising Fillies — Opening of the 
Indoor Baseball Season — New York 
Yachtsmen and Dunraven's Attitude. 

Saw’ Fraxcisoco, Cal., Oct. 31.—Ormonde 
has been bought for $150,000, the higbest 
price ever paid for a thoroughbred or any 
horse, by W. OB. Maedonough of this city. 

Ormonde’s record as a racehorse is well 

known. In his career on thé turf he ran 

against all the great horses in England and 
was never defeated. His triumphs as a 3-year- 
old in 1886 included a triple victory in the 

Two Thousand Guineas, the Derby, and the 

St. Leger. His winnmgs in that year alone 

amounted to $106,000. His total winnings for 

three years exceeded $143,000. Ormonde’s great- 
est value is considered to lie in his qualities 
as asire, three of his production being great 
2-year-olds—Goldfinch, Lanthony, and Orme. 
Bronchial or asthmatic trouble led to the 
transfer of Ormonde from the English stables 
of the Duke of Westminster to the warm- 
er climate of Buenos Ayres, $60,000 
being paid by Don Juan Bocan for the great 
racer. The story of the parchase of Ormonde by 

MacDonongh, who is a son of W. F. MacDonough, 

a millionaire coal dealer, is an interesting one.

Ormonde 
will make the voy Buenos Ayres to En- 
gland and from land to New York by sea, 
thence overland to San Francisco. is ex- 
pected to profit by the sea voyage and be still 
further benetited by the California climate. 

MacDonough las a large stable and among bis 
yearlings are many promising fillies. Three brood 
mares in his possession are especially noteworthy, 
Flora, sister of Ravelee, Lady Marian, sister of 
St. John, and Fair Lady, — from two untried 
and indifferent sires produced Bermuda and 
Dagonet. known everywhere in racing circles.

I have sent over to the Law Department sev- 
eral times for: the money, which has not been 
paid. I simply got tired of doing them a 
favor and then wearing shoe leather out get- 
ting my money. Hereafter they will have to 
do a cash business in this office.”’ 


Trouble Over the Belmont Avenue Bridge. 


Judge Anthony yesterday grapted an injunction 
pestraining the city and the Chicago Dredging 
and Dock company from widening the North 
Branch at Belmont avenne and from removing 
the Belmont avenue bridge.

READY TO FIGHT FIRE. 


MEASURES TAKEN FOR THE PROTEO- 
TION OF THE WHITE CITY. 


Water Supply to Be Equal to 64,000,000 
Gallons Daily—Four Hundred Colum- 
bian Guards to Act with the Firemen— 
Insurance on Buildings Now $4,500,000 
—Funds Raised for a Home for Chil- 
dren—Ethnological Specimens Arrive— 
Satisfactory Sale of Bonds. 

Interesting details of the fire service at the 
Worid’s Fair grounds were given yesterday 
by a member of the insurance | auxiliary. 
There are now at Jackson Park th steam- 
ers, one of which is a heavy machine requir- 
ing three horses to haul it, three chemical en- 
gines, two hook and ladder trucks, and a wa- 
ter tower. The department is supplied with 
20.000 feet of hose and thirty-five hose carts. 
The fire-fighting apparatus includes 960 ex- 
tinguishers and 2,800 fire pails. 

In a week or so a fire tug will be in the la- 
goons. This boat is fitted with high pressure 
engines and three pumps of a capacity of 
1,500 gallons a minute. A stream 300 feet 
high can be thrown by the boat. 
, The water supply is to be increased immedi- 
ately, though it is at present greater than in 
many small cities, Connections are now mak- 
ing with the pumps at the Hyde Park works, 
These have a capacity of 24,000,000 gallons. 
In addition connections will be made with 
news pumps in the grounds the capacity of 
which equals 40,000,000 gallons daily. One of 
them, which will raise 12,000,000 gallons, ia 
now set. There are,twenty-two miles of mains 
in the grounds, tapped by 225 hydrants. By 
May 1 there will be thirty miles of mains 
400 hydrants. There are standpipes in every 
building and connected with them are hose 
reels for instant service. By that time there 
will also be an increase in tbe apparatus. 

It is intended to have six steamers with all 
the appurtenances necessary to develop their 

ighest effectiveness. Chief Swenie has re- 
cently selected the sites of two engine-houses, 
one at Fifty-ninth street and Stony Island ave- 
nue and the other on the government plaza, 
facing the lagoons. 

Guards Act as Firemen. 

The 400 Columbian Guards constitute an 
important patt of the World’s Fair tire service. 
They are exercised in fire drill three times a 
week. Oue company is drilled daily. They 
patrol the grounds. Every part of the build- 
ings from the underpinning to the roofs are 
waiked over day and night. If a patrolman 
discovers a spark it is his duty te blow his 
whistle. The svund is taken up by others in his 
vicinity, and an alarm which brings thesteam- 
ers is quickly struck. The Columbian Guards 
are to bé increased to the size of a small army 
by the time the Fair opens. 


of Col. Rice of the Unitec States army, but it 
is the rule of the department that on the occa- 
sion of a fire they, as well as everybody else 
connected with the fire fighting system, shall 
pass under the command of the first city Mar- 
shal who enters the grounds. 

The insurance written upon the buildings at 
the grounds now aggregates $4,500,000. This is 
the highest point has been touched. 
Some effort has been made to estimate the 
value of the goods which the buildings 
will contain when the gates are opened 
next May.

OOMES FROM CANADA TO VISIT 
JOHN BROWN’S FORT 


Well Known in This Country as an Ardent 
Abolitionist and Famous All Over the 
Globe for His Services in the Cause of 
Sclence—His Reminiscences of the Days 
of Slavery in the South—Judge Thurs- 
ton Confident of Republican Victory— 
Hotel Notes. 


Alexander Milton Ross, M. D., of Toronto, 
Ont., was at the Palmer yesterday morning 
and will leave for his home this evening, hav- 
ing come to visit the John Brown fort, where 
he went yesterday afternoon by invitation of 
F. G. Logan of this city, 

Mr. Logan has been greatly interested in 
John Brown and is trying to benefit the sur- 
viving members of his family now residing in 
California, It was through correspondence 
with anes by his invitation that Dr. Ross 
came is city at this time, and stopped at 
the Palmer House, where he was yesterday in- 
terviewed by a reporter for Tun Tumonx. 
Mr. Logan has been largely instrumental in 
collecting relies concerning the hero of 
Harper’s Ferry, as was indicated in an article 
in Taz Sunpay Taisunez, Oct. 23. 

Dr. Ross is 60 years of age, though active 
and energetic, with physical endurance fully 
equal to maintain for years the mental work 
which has made him famous all over the 
globe. His services to the cause of science, 
as author and writer of many books and pa- 

rs concerning the ornithology, ichthyology, 

tany, and entomology of Canada have been 
77 by various foreign powers, for he 
was knighted by the Emperor of Russia, the 
King of Italy, King of 8, — the 
King of Saxony in 1876, and by the King of 
Portugal in 1877. He also received the 
medal of merit from the Shah of Persia, the 
decoration of honor from the Khedive of 
Egypt, decoration of Académie Francaise 
from the Government of France, and — 
elected honorary member of various foreign 
societies. 
As aa ardent abolitionist he is well known 
in this country, having been confidential cor- 
respondent of President Lincoln duri the 
late war, receiving his svecial Seeks aa also.

Streets, a Special Nuisance and Danger 
to Pedestrians—People Debarred from 
the Sidewalks This Wet and Sloppy 
Weather—Promises of Officials to Give 
Relief—Excuses of Contractors. 


In spite of the vigilance of Commissioner 
of Publie Works Aldrich and Commissioner 
of Streets Burke afew instances of flagrant 
street obstructions remain in the business dis- 
tricta. 

In many instances the fences in front of 
buildings have been taken down, More num- 
erous casescan beseen where fences have 
been moved in and building material re- 
moved. Nearly all the fences have been cut 
down to a height of four or five feet so that 


the public can see what is going on inside the 
inclogure, and not quite so much public space 
is devoted tothe business of the advertising 
sign men. 

However, at ‘State and Washington streets, 
where the Columbian Memorial Building is 
going up nothing has been done towards 
abating the nuisance. The fence debars the 
public from the sidewalk and material was 
being, piled up within the inclosure yes- 
terday. At the eastern end of the 
inclosure on Washington street barrels are 
stacked up ten or twelve feet high. It would 
be hard to finda reason why these barrels 
should not be stored Mite 2 the building, 
where there is plenty of vacant space. The 
space inside the inclosure is not used for un- 
loading teams. The teams drive inside the 
building to deposit material. 

The wet and sloppy weather yesterday made 
it specially inconvenient for thousands of peo- 
ple who were obliged to pass State and Wash- 

n streets 

Yommissioner Aldrich said he had given 
Deputy Commissioner Kuhns imperative or- 
ders to watch such places, and that in the 
multitude of cases that special instance must 
nave been overldoked. He said a twenty-four- 
hour notice would be * — on the contractor 
forthwith. 

Sidewalk Inspector Hemstreet said he had 
not heard of a single complaint from the Co- 
lumbian Memoriai Building up to this time, 
and that he supposed the situation was all 
right, If reporters could find such cases he 
would make it hot for the inspectors who al- 
lowed such things to exist. 

The fenee ou the Dearborn street side of the 
Hartford Building has not been moved in to 
the eight-foot limit, as Commissioner of 
Streets Burke promised last week. The con- 
tractor said yesterday that he was removi 
the building material as fast as he could * 
room for it, and that be could not move 
fence until he had a place to put his stone — 
mortar. The fence has been cut down to four 
feet. The Madison street sidewalk is open to 
the public. Commissioner Aldrich said the 
contractor’s excuses would not be accepted.

| Ripped Up Pavements, 

A particularly glaring result of the rg omg 
ness with which pavements are rip pped 
this city-was presented to people w bed 00) 
casion to cross Madison street on the east side 
of La Salle yesterday. Sept. 29 the City Tel- 
egraph Department took out a permit to ex- 
cavate the street from the northeast to the 
southeast corner of La Salie—-that is at the 
crossing. When the workmen finished the 
operation the crossing was ruined. They left 
a strip two feet wide extending from the side- 
walk to tne ota oe as “ee sunken fully 
three inches. ian blocks 
ana crossing slabs were chucked back 
with more than . carelessness. 
Yesterday’s rain gave a slippery coating to 
the loosely-laid stones and provided an affluent 
supply of mud for the sunken places. The 
crossing is one of the most important in town. 
It 18 used by thousands 4 * no matter what 
the weather is. Anybod who stood on the 
corner a few minutes 2 might have 
heard respectable citizens say things as they 
contemplated the city’s work.

TO CENTRALIZE DISTILLERY BUSINESS. 


Most of It in Future Will Be Done at Peoria 
~October Revenue Collections, 

Prost, III., Oct. 31.—[Special. |—The total 
revenue collections for October were $2,238,- 
233,90. The total tax-paid gallons was 2,250,- 
349, and 225 packages were takeu out of bond 
fur export. The collections last week were 
between $600,000 and $700,000. President 
Greenhut was asked today what was the cause 
of the increase in whisky trust certificates. 
He said the increased production as shown by 
the returns of the revenue collector would 
sufficiently indicate that it was legitimate.
